Fifteen Cent Cotton 
Urged by Southerners 


In Capital On Monday

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—W—The South's plea for 


15-cent cotton was brought to the capital today by 200 
business men, farmers and political leaders representing 
virtually every state where the staple is a big money 
crop. 


While farm administration officials, as anxious as the 


Southerners for better cotton prices, prepared to listen 
to the delegation, they apparently lacked enthusiasm for 
price-raising methods suggested. 


The march on Washington originated at a meeting in 


Columbia, S. C., where a four-point program including 
abandonment of the cotton processing tax and inflation 
of the currency was adopted. 


.Fixing the 1934 cotton crop at' 
9,000,000 bales and setting- a min- 
imum price of IS cents a pound 
for cotton were the other main 
points asked by the Southerners. 
The farm administration, at one 
time or another, has rejected each 
of the suggestions. 


The processing tax, hub of the 


administration's higher farm price 
effort has been collected so far 
only on cotton, although process- 
Ing taxes have been levied on 
other commodities.

cane as the cities of Sart Luis Pot" 
osi and Tampico set the total dead 
at about 45 and Injured at nearly 
160.Simultaneously local, state and 
federal authorities made plans for 
reconstructing the 
dwellings of 


'more than 6,000 homeless and re- 
building damager sections of both 
cities. 


No accurate figure was avail- 


able, but the damage was known 
to be at least several million dol- 
lars. Many buildings were wreck- 
ed and crosp near Tampico suffer- 
ed greatly. 


The greatest lose of life was In 


San Louis Potosi, 175 miles west 
of Tampico, where the bodies of 
14 women, 14 children, and nlnt 
men had been' recovered. 


All drowned when the San Jose 


dam broke under the pressure of 
the swollen Santiago river.

In Tampico and its suburbs nine
